The Jouney electric light, whioh is fnr 
ictter than the Brush, WBB turned ou Sat- 
urday evening for the first time, nnd it 
gnve immense satisfaction, Dr. S. T. 
rrowbridee, president of tho company 
;hat supplies it, has received many oon- 
jratulntiens from our citizens who take 
uoro than a skimming interest in this 
enterprise. It is a good business invest- 
ment and onnnot fnil to prove n popular 
.ight, as it is so far superior to gna, which 
ookB like "tallow dips" beside tho white 
-ights furnished by electricity. There 
were !JG lights burning Saturday night- 
three nt the tabernacle, two outside lights 
on the old square whioh lit it up splen- 
didly, two at the New Doming, two ut tho 
St. Nicholas, two nt FerrisB & OO.'B, one 
nt J, R. Race & Co.'s, one at D. W. liren- 
lemnn & OO.'B, one nt Fleury's, one at tho 
Pnlnco hotel, nnd nt other places in the 
city.
